Both Parties Pay 


McCaskill Explains 'No Fault' Insurance Here

The co mmo n mo ral law that say s 
“any o ne who negligently inju res ano ther 
p erso n’s interests is resp o nsible to that 
p erso n" may go the way o f the rights o f 
kings, which were signed o u t o f ex istence 
in the Magna Carta, acco rding to William 
Y McCaskill, Jefferso n City , su p erintend­ 
ent o f insu rance fo r Misso u ri. 
Sp eaking at a Ro tary Clu b lu ncheo n at 
Bo thwell Ho tel Mo nday , McCaskill said 
that at p resent v ehicu lar insu rance is 
p u rchased by a p erso n so that, in case o f an 
accident in which he is “at fau lt,” he might 
be able to rep air damages and p ay fo r 


inju ries. He added that liabilities hav e 
traditio nally been dealt with in this manner 
becau se o f the p re-su p p o sitio n o f mo ral 
resp o nsibility . 
If the so called “ no fau lt” insu rance p lan 
were to beco me law, McCaskill said, the 
p o licy ho lder wo u ld hav e taken the first 
step away fro m the o bserv ance o f this 
mo ral law. He to ld Ro tarians that “ no 
fau lt” insu rance is designed so that 
regardless o f who is “at fau lt” in an 
accident, the insu rance co mp any o f each 
(>erso n with damages o r inju ries p ay s o nly 
that p erso n. He said that the insu rance 


firm wo u ld no lo nger p ay the claims o f 
any o ne no t co v ered by a sp ecific p o licy . 
“No fau lt” insu rance is already in effect 
in Massachu setts, will so o n beco me law in 
Delaware and has been p ro p o sed in the 
legislatu res o f 28 o ther states, inclu ding 
Misso u ri, he said. 
The biggest benefit o f su ch a p ro p o sal, 
acco rding to McCaskill, wo u ld be lo wering 
p remiu m rates. While this wo u ld no t co me 
su ddenly , 
he 
said 
that co sts wo u ld 
gradu ally lessen becau se co mp anies wo u ld 
no lo nger be p ay ing the ex o rbitant claims 
o f so me p erso ns who are no t really 


serio u sly inju red and wo u ld be inv o lv ed in 
fewer co stly co u rt battles 
He said so me gro u p s o f p erso ns, no tably 
lawy ers, see a p ro blem co nnected with the 
“ no 
fau lt” 
p ro p o sals 
Acco rding 
to 
McCaskill, the legal p ro fessio n is generally 
in fav o r o f retaining the co ncep t o f mo ral 
re^o nsibility as a deterrent to reckless 
driv ing. 
Damage and inju ry claims and co stly 
litigatio n are no t the o nly reaso ns fo r high 
insu rance rates. McCaskill to ld abo u t 60 
Ro tary members and gu ests. He said that 
crime, the drinking driv er, highway safety 


and au to mo bile co nstru ctio n are p ro blems 
that the American p u blic will hav e to face 
if it ho p es to lo wer insu rance co sts. 
“Mo re teenagers are killed each y ear 
fro m accidents than fro m all diseases 
co mbined,” McCaskill said. He added 
imp act to his statement by say ing that after 
6 p .m. o n any giv en night, o ne o u t o f ev ery 
fo u r driv ers o n the highway is either dru nk 
o r has been drinking. 
The fact that insu rance p remiu ms p aid 
by Misso u ri residents will help p u rchase

Defense atto rney s co ntend that high- 
ranking o fficers agreed to fo rfeit a co n­ 
v ictio n in the case o f assau lt with intent 
to mu rder six My Lai v illagers. 
Medina’s defense atto rney said that the 
cap tain was nev er p ermitted to refu te this 
testimo ny . 
The atto rney , F. Lee Bailey , said that the 
Army deliberately dilu ted the case against 
Hu tto in o rder to p ro secu te Medina. He

Su p p o rters o f the legislatio n, backed 
bo th by President Nix o n and Demo cratic 
leaders, tu rned back the first challenge to 
the welfare p lan Mo nday o n a 200-172 
p ro cedu ral v o te. 
The margin was co nsidered narro w 
becau se

u su ally 
ap p ro v es 
almo st ro u tinely its Ru les Co mmittee’s 
reco mmendatio ns o n ho w to handle bills. 
The effect o f Mo nday ’s v o te was to bar 
su bstitu tes fo r o r amendments to the bill, 
at the same time giv ing o p p o nents o ne 
mo re chance to accep t o r reject it as a 
who le. 
An administratio n so u rce said he ex p ects 
the p lan to win by abo u t the same margin. 
Bu t the o p p o sitio n, ranging fro m tho se who 
co nsider the lev el to o lo w and the wo rk 
req u irements harsh to tho se disap p ro v ing 
in p rincip le o f gu aranteed inco me, has 
been hard to measu re. 
Rep . Wilbu r D. Mills, D-Ark., to ld the 
Ho u se a v o te against the new p ro gram is a 
v o te fo r “the ho dgep o dge mess that we 
hav e to day .” 
“Any sy stem that p u ts an incentiv e o n a 
father to walk away fro m his children to as­ 
su re them so mething to eat is no t go o d 
p u blic p o licy ,” said Mills, chairman o f the 
Way s and Means Co mmittee. 
Rep . Co ny ers Jr., D-Mich., to ld Mills the 
wo rk fo rce in Detro it no w is 26 p er cent 
u nemp lo y ed and asked where the jo bs 
req u ired by the bill will co me fro m. 
Mills said the legislatio n p ro v ides fo r 
200,000 p u blic serv ice jo bs and additio nal 
fu nds fo r mo re jo bs will be p ro v ided if 
necessary . 


Rep . William M. Co lmer, D-Miss., said 
“This is a mo st dangero u s ro ad we start

The first word of adv ice when considering 
taking a IHOO mile trip with kids is DON’T 
If, after considering that possibility , y ou are 
determined to g o, then let me offer a few 
sug g estions.

Nun Makes and Writes Music 


By WILLIAM C. MANN 
MANILA (AP) — Sister Ma­ 
ria Rosalina Abejo was a maker 
of music long before she met 
Pope J ohn XXIIl, but his adv ice 
led the tiny Filipina nun to the 
conductor’s podiums of some of 
the world’s g reat sy mphony or­ 
chestras. 
Her reputation as a composer 
preceded her to the Vatican, so 
that when she met the Pope in 
19 62 it was no ordinary nun who 
kissed the papal ring . 
“ I told him about the two or­ 
chestras I had org anized in the 
southern islands, and he said, 
‘You must conduct real sy mpho­ 
nies. The people must know that 
we in the church can contribute 
beauty to the world outside.’ 
“ Since then 1 hav e made sev ­ 
eral trips abroad and hav e con­ 
ducted 
in 
Warsaw, 
Prag ue, 
Moscow, London, New York, 
Philadelphia . . . There are so 
many g reat orchestras in the 
world today ,” sister Abejo said. 
She stands erect on the po­ 
dium, her tiny rig ht hand whip­ 
ping the baton throug h the air, 
now coax ing , now demanding 
Her white nun’s habit hang s dis­ 
interestedly around her ankles, 
ev en when she twists her torso 
to call for a flurry of woodwinds 
or to tone down the brass. 
“ She has her own sty le of 
play ing pieces, especially her 
own compositions, ” said Ber­ 
nardo Manalastas, first v iolinist 
for the Manila Sy mphony and 
concert-master at her last con- 


cert. 
“ She's v ery particular 
about the way we handle a 
piece. 
“ But ev en thoug h she's partic­ 
ular, she adju.sts to wKit the 
musicians are doing , ' he added 
“ She admits the sug g estions of 
the musicians and allows us to 
decide some of the finer points 
of a piece; how to use our in 
struments best"

But fiv e-y ear-o ld Lisa Michele 
used the o ld icebo x to make a bed 
fo r 
her 
do ll. 
Apparently 
Lisa 
became tired o f her play , crawled 
into the icebo x to nap — and the 
do o r clo sed. “ Her weight must 
hav e lev elled it eno ugh fo r the do o r 
to clo se,” her mo ther said. 


There is a definite lesso n here. 
Quite o ften the hand o f fate can 
acco mplish what man canno t. In 
Lisa’s case this almo st ended in 
tragedy . 


Mrs. Do tso n, again remembering 
the incident: “ There must hav e 
been so me air seeping in. There 
had to be. When I picked her up I 
tho ught she was dead.”

It cou ld tu rn ou t th at a gov ernment- 
gu aranteed loan to Lock h eed is essential 
and in th e best interests of th e United 
States. Bu t wh at h as d ev eloped is d eeply 
d istu rbing all th e same.

Each new ad ministration cou ld sweep ou t 
ev il men and pu blic prosecu tors ind ict 
bu sinessmen inv olv ed .

way s. Th ey h av e acqu ired th e k now-h ow 
requ ired to d eal effectiv ely with in th e 
Pentagon maze. 


From th e Pentagon sid e, work ing with 
people y ou k now is more comfortable. Old 
sh oes feel better. 


Th ere is a learning cu rv e th at companies 
go 
th rou gh 
in 
meeting 
gov ernment 
specifications and in following gov ernment 
procu rem ent 
proced u res 
and 
work 
practices. It is a complicated ju ngle th at 
many companies ru n from and oth ers go 
brok e at. 


Many firms prefer to stay away from th e 
roller-coaster u ps and d owns of d efense 
bu siness bu t th ose wh ich are su ccessfu l 
spend mu ch of th eir effort in mastering th e 
tech niqu es. Often th ey so alter th eir 
organization and bu siness practices th at 
th ey may lose th eir ability to compete in 
th e non-gov ernment world . 


All of th ese factors tend to k eep some 
companies regu larly tied to th e d efense 
bu siness. Th ey also operate to d iscou rage 
new entries. Grad u ally th e field gets 
smaller — at least in major areas. 


Th e process is intensified by wh at migh t 
be called th e Pentagon speed sy nd rome. 
Th e Pentagon is alway s in a h u rry . 
Sometimes th is is becau se Congress h as 
waited so long to v ote appropriations th at 
th e Defense Department mu st ru n to catch 
u p with its program. 


An official in a h u rry fav ors a man h e h as 
d ealt with before becau se h e k nows wh at 
th at man can d o, and wh at h e can’t. A 
company u sed to d ealing with a particu lar 
ty pe of weapon or equ ipment often can d o 
th e job more rapid ly and with fewer 
misu nd erstand ings and mistak es. 


Th u s, th e Pentagon h as ov er th e y ears 
tend ed to concentrate its major contracts 
with in a fairly tigh t circle. 


Th is ex treme d epend ence of some major 
U.S. companies on th e Pentagon and th e 
d epend ence of th e Pentagon on th ese firms 
is bad for national d efense and th e free 
enterprise sy stem.
